Subject:— Import of Machine Tools under U.S. Export-Import Bank Programme. 

No. 28-I,T.C.(PN)/5B.—It has been decided to consider applications for the Import of 
permissible items of machine tools falling under Part VI of the I.T.C. Schedule from the 
U.S.A. under the Export-Import Bank programme, Applications will be entertained from 
actual users, who should apply to the Development Wing, Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry, Shah Jahan Road, New Delhi, in the form and manner prescribed in the Policy 
Red Book for the period April—September, 1958 and also provide the following information: 

(a) Details of Industries Act licences held by the party, or of any otiter authorisation 

given by Government. 

(b) The total estimated f.o.b. value of the equipment to be purchased in the U.SA. 

and the estimated cost of insurance and freight separately. 

(c) Whether any part of the equipment for the completion of the project 

(i) has already been installed 

(ii) has been covered by import licence; and/or 

(iii) has to be purchased outside the U.S.A. 

Details particularly of values should be given. 

(d) Date by which shipments arc expected to be completed. 

(e) The value of output to be achieved from the project and the annual value of 

raw materials and/or components to be imported. 

(f) Whether arrangements for rupee finance not only to meet the cost of the imported 

equipment but also for local expenditure have been made. 

A copy of the applications should be forwarded to the Deputy Economic Adviser in the 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry. 

2. Licences when issued will be subject to She following conditions: 

(a) Finn orders must be placed on the suppliers in the U.SA. within three months 

from the date of isspe of the licences and goods Imported within the validity 
period of the licence stipulated in each case, 

(b) yithin a fortnight of the placing of the orders, a report—in triplicate, should be 

sent to the licensing authority indicated above, supported by the following 
information/documents:— 

(i) Name of the Project or Scheme; 

(ii) Number, date and value of the licence; 
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(m) Value of the order placed and accepted by the U S supplier, 

(iv) Name and addiess of the U S supplier, 

(\) General description of the equipment to be imported, 

(vl) Name and address of the authorised dealer in foreign exchange through whom 
the payment is to be effected, and 

(vn) A copy of the order placed on the supplier and of his acceptance 

Any change In the terms of the order should be Intimated promptly to the licensing 
authontv 

(c) The equipment shall be shipped from the USA in ships registered In the United 

States of America The importer shall, as soon as freight has been paid, report 
to the licensing authority the name of the vessel m which goods have been 
shipped, the party to whom freight charges have been paid and the amount of 
the freight, 

(d) The importer shall, as and when insurance is effected on the transport of the 

goods report to the licensing authority the name and addieHs of the Insurer to 
whom payment has been made and the date and amount of such payment He 
shall indicate also whether payment has been made in Indian rupees or m a 
foreign currency and if the latter, the currency involved 

(e) The licensee shall supply to the licensing authority concerned a declaration as in 

Exhibits E&G He will obtain fiom the insurance or re insurance dnderwilter, 
the Insurance broker, the freight-forwarder, and the vendor or contractor the 
declarations in Exhibits A to D duly completed, and shall forward these to 
the licensing authority concerned 

(f) The licensee shall forward the declaiatlons mentioned in sub paras (c), (d) and 

(e) to the licensing authority concerned, within two weeks from the date of ship¬ 
ment of the goods 

(g) The licensee shall submit receipted invoice of the USA suppliers showing the c 1 f. 

value ol the goods—if freight and insurance is also arranged with the supplleis, 
otherwise original receipts of the shippers and/or insurance company should be 
produced, showing the actual freight/insurance paid in dollars, in addition to 
the suppliers’ receipted invoice 

(h) All contracts between the importer and the U S Exporter, or between the lm 

porter and insurers, shippers, etc, shall include a provision to the effect that the 
declarations notified by the Government of India from time to time to comply 
with the requirements under the Government's Loan Agreement with the Ex¬ 
port Import Bank, shall be duly completed and provided to the Importer 

3 Applications for permissible machine tools will also be considered from (a) Established 
Importers, and (b) New Comers holding sole agency of a manufacturer of machine tools In 
U S A These applications will be considered ad hoc having regard to past experience, status 
of the importer and arrangement for after sales service Licences will be granted subject 
to the conditions mentioned above It will also be a condition of the licences that goods 
Will be sold on arrival to Actual Users approved by the D O (Tools) In order to secure 
-such approval, Importers should submit lists of Actual Users to whom sales are proposed to 
>be effected, as soon as practicable after obtaining an import licence The lists should Indicate 
•the namc(s) and address (cs) of the Actual User(s), industry In which engaged and the 
-authority to whom production returns of the particular firm are being normally sent The 
Established Importers should send on the 10th of each month a report on the actual sales 
■effected In the previous month, quoting against each Actual Users name the approval reference 
of the licensing authority obtained previously

should be received by the DO (Tools) by the 30th May, 1 958
